This Tells^You Something About the 


Game. 


The game of gplf 19 played by tuo or 


mote sides, each playing its own ball. 
A side may *c6nsist of one or more per- 
sons. The game consists of playing a 
ball-from one spot or tee, into holes 
made in the ground for the purpose, tit 
considerable and 
various

aw ay, in the fewest number of stroka?. 
These holes are four and a quarter 
inches in diameter and at least four 
inches deep. The ground or spot where 
the ball is* first placed is called a teeing 
grooritU The territory on which the 
game is played is called a "links" or 
"golf course." The places where the 
holes ihave been located are termed 
"patting greens." 


In the play, after a ball lias been 


teed, any movement of the club which 
is intended to strike the ball is counted 
ae a stroke. In a full course 18 holes is 
the regulation number, but in many 
cases .it 'is not practicable to obtain 
satisfactorily but half that cumber—9.

Apart from the germ form in which 


zorundum, the crystallized oxide of al- 
umina, is found, the mineral is largely 
employed chiefly for abrasive purposes, 
mostly in the 
form 
of corundum 


wheels, which are said to he twice as 
effective and durable as emery wheels. 
Corundum wheels may be regarded ns 
rotary files the cutting points of \\hich 
never grow dull. They are rapidly re- 
placing files for cutting down metal 
surfaces, and taking the place o£ grind- 
stones for sharpening tools. It is said 
that, while a file is useless when it has 
lost 5 per cent of its weight, the corun- 
dum grains throughout a -wheel retain 
their cutting power so that it can be 
worked until quite 90 per cent, of its 
weight is worn off. Thus it has been 
estimated that the same amount of 
work can be done with an emery or 
corundum wheel in about one-eighth of 
the time and at one-seventh the cost 
as when a file is used. Corundum is 
essentially an Indian mineral, although 
large deposits occur also in the United 
States, principally in North Carolina 
and Georgia: there are also valuable 
deposits in British Ontario.

$2,500 less 'each than the British, aud 
filially they were equally as well, if not 
better, made, and more handsomely 
llnished, and certainly as efficient in 
operation. 


One. reason why American works can 


go on more rapidly lies In tie fixity of 
plans and specifications. Locomotives 
'are classified; the best tested machines 
in actual work are chosen as patterns 
for each class, and the machinists go 
right ahead with the construction. In 
England it'n different 
For every lot 


of machines the master of mothe pow- 
er oi'deis, for an English railway of 
an English work, be Insists on plans 
and specifications of his own. These 
vary more or Jess from all other plans, 
and the work is thus hindered, made 
slower. In bhort, an English railway 
official dictates how the machinery for 
his Hue shall be built. American loco- 
motive builders say: "We know our 
business. We will build machines that 
we will warrant to do the work speci- 
fied, and we will not change our plans 
to meet the whims of a railway master 
mechanic or superintendent of motive 
PQWW." The American plan of uni- 
formity of engines of freight and pas- 
senger classes enables the works to 
promptly supply parts that have been 
broken or worn out, whereas the dupli- 
cation would be tedious In English 
works, where each locomotive stands 
"in a class,." so to speak, "of Its own." 


The considerable rush of orders jfrom 


Great Britain for locomotives will re- 
fJult In a reform of the method Of pur- 
chasing and building that line of ma- 
chinery in English engineering works, 
or they will suffer still greater loss in 
the future. Enough American engines 
ato goln^over to provide the menus of 
n thorough comparison of tho English 
with the American machine, and Amer- 
ican builders ask nothing more than 
that. They put their machine on its 
merits against all rivals.—Jacksonville 
Times-Union.

The effect cajn be seen 
In New York City, where certain men 
sign their articles dealing with special 
subjects, notably with the theatres. 
These men go to the extreme of unfair 
and flippant statement, because their 
public like impudence and that qual- 
ity carried to extreme length raises 
the value of the writer on the salary 
list of the papers on which they work. 
The men aie knov.n In the technical 
language of their own Journals as "cir- 
culation boomers." 
A 
"circulation 


boomer" gets more pay than an an- 
onymous writer, and if the men who 
wrote on politics signed their work the 
temptation to make of themselves "cir- 
culation boomers" by the same cheeky 
methods would often prove too strong 
for resistance. 
That Is the theory, and it has been 


demonstrated by a recent experiment 
with a law compelling the use of sig- 
natures in California. 
The law was 


put through by two members of the 
Assembly whose personal peculiarities 
had made them good subjects for the 
caricaturists and the correspondents. 
It provided that every article which 
"tended to impeach the honesty, in- 
tegrity, virtue or reputation, or to pub- 
lish the natural or alleged defects of 
one who is alive, and thereby expose 
him or her to public hatred, contempt 
or ridicule, must be supplemented by 
the true name of the writer."—Brook- 
lyn Eagle.

Why Fi»ho« Are Slippery. 


Fish of almost every sort are, when 


fresh caught, slippery and hard to 
hold. This slipperiness is due to a 
sort of mucus exuded through the 
scales and is of the greatest import- 
ance to all finny creatures. 


One of the important functions of 
tlie fish's slimy" coating Is to protect 
it from the atlackd of fungus, a foj.'rn 
of plant life found in all waters, salt 
and fresh, foul and pure. If the fish 
Is so injured that some spot becomes 
unco\ered by the slime, a barely 
visible fungus will be likely to lods?e 
there, aud when it is once lodged the 
process of its reproduction is very 
rapid. It soon extends over the gills 
and kills the fish. 


The primary purpose of the slime of 


the fish-is to .reduce its friction when 
in morion..through the water and in- 
crease Its speed.' It also serves as a 
cushion, to the scales, which it thus 
protects from, many injuries.

Postmaster Julian of Exetor Brought 


Into Court by Editor Herrick. 


Probably one of the moat sensational 


trials which ever took place ia Exeter, 
and in which the principals wars citi- 
zens of repute, one the,, postmaster and 
thj other the editor of cue of tlio local 


I apars catne up before Judge H. A. 
Shute at a special session of the police 
court Tuesday afternoon. The charge 
against Postmaster Julian by Mr. Her- 
rick was the use of profane language to- 


nls him when he complained of the 


tardy deliqery of his mail This occui - 
red more than two weeks ago, and 
friends of both complainant and defend- 
ant have since endeavored to induce the 
two parties to bary the hatchet. 
Mr. 


Herriek laid down a list of iron-clad re- 
quirements which he said the post mas 
ter must comply with in order to earn 
his forgivenes?, and as the respondent 
wonll not fulfill the editor's wishes, no 
compromise could be effected. 


The trial brought out many of the 


representative men of the town, and the 
court room was filled to its utmost ca- 
pacity. Both Captain Julian aud Mr. 
Herrick had retained able counsel, the 
former being defended by William H. 
Drary of Manchester and John O'Neil 
of Exeter, and the) latter by Congress- 
man W. H. Moody of Haverhill, MabB. 
The tilts between Attorney Drury and 
the complainant were many and amus- 
ing, aud Judge Shute had frequently to 
call the couit to older. 


Mr. Herrick was first called and testi- 


fied that he had had trouble with the 
postoffico officials on the first day that 
lie entered tha ofiice. He 
tendered 


money for a box, but was told that he 
would not be allowed one until July 1. 
Oa two occasions, letters were withheld 
from him and on June 23 the same oc- 
currence took place, on which date a 
letter which reached Exeter June 21 
was delivered to him. He thereupon 
went to Captain Julian and told him 
that tho matter must come to a stop at 
ouco. Mr. Julian claimed that the late 
delivery was due to an oversight, and 
on being told by Mr. Ilernck that 
it was the third time that the matter 
had occurred, celled the editor a — — 
liar 


After thinking themattei over for two 


hours, Mr. Herrick swore out a warrant 
for the postmaster's arieat, thinking it 
to be for the public good. 


On cross examination, Mr. Herrick 


admitted that ho had hal trouble previ 
ously with a postmaster in Hampton 
N. D , and had him ouste.l irom In: 
p"ositiou. He said his specific com- 
piaints against Captain Julian were tho 
withholding of the throe letters, not al- 
lowing him the use of a box, insulting 
his local editor and directing his clerks 
to put no more mail in his box. 


Rupert H. Ford, the stamper in the 


poat office, was the only other witness 
for the prosecution. He testified to 
having hoards the oaths uttered by the 
postmaster. 


Captain Julian presented no witness- 


es, la his closing arguments, Mr. Dru- 
ry maintained that the ofience was com- 
mitted ia Captain Julian's private office, 
and therefore was not 
ari 
offense 


against the public, and moved for the 
discharge of the respondent. 
The mo - 


tion was overruled and Judge Shute 
imposed a fine of !?l and costs, amount- 
ing to $8.92. 


Captain Julian appealed and furnish- 


ed S100 bonds. The case now goe s to 
supreme court.

TERMS APPROVED. 


New Hampshire Railroads Purchased 


by the Boston and Maine. 


BOSTON, July 11 —The railroad com- 


missioners in an order issued today ap- 
proved the terms of the purchase of the 
Portsmouth and Dover, Portland and 
Rochester, and the Saco and Ports- 
mouth railroads by the Boston and 
Maine. 


The petitions for approval were heard 


yesterday by the board. The basis of 
exchange is> tsn shares of stock of the 
Boston and Maine for thirteen of the 
Portsmouth aud Dover, and share for 
share in the other two instances. 


THE HERALD TOLD IT FIRST. 


About a month ago the Herald an- 


nounced that the Portsmouth and Dor 
er railroad had been bougnt by the Bos- 
ton and Maine system. 
Other local 


papers ridiculed the statement ad un- 
founded. Yesterday the purchase was 
approved by the railroad commission 
ers, as may be seen in another column 
of today's Herald. "Straws show which 
way the wind blows," and the Herald 
was in possession of the straws.
